Rebels take airport,. 
eall for insurrection 


PHNOM PENH. — Pochentong Air- 
port fell to the Khmer Rouge insur- 
gents yesterday after a day of fight- 
ing, according to field reports. 

A massive force of Communist- 
led rebels seized the civilian control 
tower in the early afternoon and by 
sundown had grabbed the airstrip, 
the rest of the airport and the mili 
tary base. The airport is 6 kms. west 
of the capital. 

Rebels began shelling the centre 
of Phnom Penh jtself. Government 
reinforcements sped to the scene and 
were holding the line at dusk. 

The clandestine rebel radio station 
urged Cambodians to change sides 
and fight with them. 

“Yosurrect, Liberate Phnom Penh,” 
the broadcast said. 

There was no sign of any signifi- 
cant defections from the government 
side to the rebels, despite the rebel 
Tadto a! and the predictions 
of Western military experts in the 
past. 

A government broadcast said mora 
government reinforcements would ar- 
rive soon in the capital and urged 


A 24-hour curfew was re-imposed 
after only a 10-hour break. Radio 


.Phnom Penh called urgently for 


blood donations for military and 
civilian casualties believed 
heavy — and urged doctors to re- 
main on duty around the clock. 

The insurgents rained more than 
50 rockets and artillery rounds on 
Phnom Penh yesterday, killing at 
least 10 persons and wounding 30 
others, 


The rebel forces first seized a 
market at the entrance to the United 
Nations bridge over the Bassac River. 
At mid-morning, the ts 
stormed across the bridge, forcing 
a brief retreat by government 
soldiers. 

But aided by armoured cars rushed 
from the city centre, the government 
soldiers began returning the rebel 
rifle, machinegun and rocket fire 
across the traffic circle at the north 
end of the bridge and the rebels 
reportedly were unable to advance. 

Tiny T28 fighter-bombers of the 
Cambodian air force flew constant 
raids in the bridge area in an effort 
to help halt the rebel advance, news- 
men said. 

The government's offer to ‘give 
up its authority” was passed to Si- 
hanouk by the international Com- 
mittee of the Red Cross. It said the

Si- 
hanouk sent a reply to the Red 
Cross calling the proposals “nnac- 
ceptable” and advising the members 
of the “puppet supreme committee” 
ito leave Phnom Penh before fhe 
deciding battle because they had 
only earned the right to be hanged, 
Tanjug said. 

In President Ford’s address, he 
said he has received indications that 
Sihanouk, now exiled in Peking, "is 
in no position to achieve or accom- 
plish the results we want — namely 
8 negotiated settlement — and that 
is an unfortunste situation.” 

Ford also .said in his speech that 
if the U.S. had delivered promised 
aid to Seigon, the “present tragic 
situation in South Vietnam” would 
not have happened. 

He said he had ordered the eva- 
cuation of “all non-essential person- 
nel in South Vietnam” where Com- 
munist forces have seized two-thirds 
of the country in the last monzth.

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Lebanese ship 
released on 
fourth try

HAIFA. — The small Lebanese 
freighter which was taken into cus- 
tody in Jaraeli waters on March 29 
with its eight-man Egyptian crew 
after its motor had broken down 
was released yesterday on the fourth 

attempt. 

On Tuesday morning the ship was 
towed by an Israeli tug to Rosh 
Hanikra for an offshore transfer to . 
a Lebanese tug. However, the Leba- | 
nese failed to show up for the trans- 
fer arranged by the International 
Red Cross. Because of the strong 
wind and the belief that the wooden 
ship would be unable to reach port 
safely under sail, the ship was towed 
back to Haifa. 

‘With the wind more favourable - 
yesterday morning. the ship was 
towed some distance off the Leban- 
ese coast. It was hoped that it would 
be able to make it to shore safely 
with the aid of her sails. 

The ship, which had drifted into 
Israeli waters following a motor 
breakdown, was ready on two pre- 
vious occasions for towing to Rosh 
Hanikra, but the Lebanese cancelled 
the transfer at the last moment.

Demoralized Saigon troops 
lose another major city | 


SAIGON. — Communist forces yes- 
terday gained contro] of Phan Rang. 
a coastal city 270 km. north of Sai- 
gon, whose loss dealt a bitter blow 
to the already battered morale of 
Saigon's forces. Phan Rang was the 
18th provincial capital lost to the 
Communists in their current offensive 
and left the North Vietnamese and 
Vietcong in full control of Ninh 
Thuan province. 

The Communists now control two- 
thirds of South Vietnam's territory. 

Military sources said Government 
warplanes bombed the Phan Rang 
air base after the city’s 2,500 de- 
fenders fied to ships waiting off- 
shore. Two South Vietmamese gen- 
erals were feared trapped in the 
‘city, and Communist tanks were re- 
ported cruising the streets. 

Intelligence sources said the Com- 
munists had established what they 
considered their main air base in 
the fallen Central Highlands pro- 
vince capital of Pleiku, 370 kms.

Since the 1970 manoeuvres, the 
Russians have sent to sea several 
new classes of warships, including

“This place is easy compared 
to prison in Israel,” Kahane told 
an interviewer at the half-way 
house. “That was a real prison. 1 
‘was in solitary for 30 days on a 
stark diet. Here I can go out, 
eat my food, pray and see my 
friends.

Missionaries protest 
Korean execution of 8 


SEOUL (AP). — Seven American 
missionaries wearing black hoods 
tied ropes around their necks and 
staged a silent raily on the U.S. 
Embassy compound yesterday, pro- 
testing the hanging of eight Korean 
political prisoners last week. 

They said the eight had been 
unjustiy executed by the govern- 
Ment of President Park Chung Hee. 

In silence they held up three pla- 
cards that read, “Must the U.S. sup- 
port oppression of human rights?” 
“Is this the result of guiet diplo- 
macy?" and ‘Is this nothing to 
yous" : 

“We are aware that the US. 
State Department has expressed deep 
regret over the executions and the 
manner in which they were carried 
out,” the protesters said. ‘Tt seems 
inadequate to continue merely ex- 
pressing regret, however, as the 
Korean government gives no indi.
